A Railway Difficulty.

Though a sultry evening, thé exercises 
were profitable and impressive. ‘The 
sight of so many clergymen on the plat- 
form, representing their churches and 
showing their interest in this holy cru- 
sude, was a pleasant and hopeful picture. 
And the strong and earnest remarks of 
the Rev. Mr. Klein in depicting the evils 
of the liquor traffic, must have carried 
conviction to his hearers if they were not 
converted before. He showed beyond a 
question that this business of rumsell- 
ing led directly to murder, and was thére- 
fore a violation of the sixth command 
ment, ‘Thou shalt not kill,’ and which 
was displayed in large letters on a black- 
board before the .audience. He also 
made a startling, telling, and truthful 
point when he demonstrated that those 
who voted for license were partakers in 
the same guilt, actually abettors of the 
same crime as the rumseller, since they 
gave him the right and privilege to sell, 
and took a share in the profits. This 
logic is unanswerable, and toa mind not 
blinded by party prejudice, irresistible. 
And the speaker was not only logically 
but morally right in defending that posi- 
tion. Yet he has reason, with many others 
there, to be surprised if not ashamed, in 
view of the-apathy and indifference that 
exists on this subject,—an almost crim- 
inal dullness of conscience that prevents 
the voter from seeing his personal respon- 
sibility in so serious a matter. 

Thanks, Brother Klein, for the right 
true word spoken last Sunday evening.

Robert Stevenson’s Prayer. 


The British Weekly publishes the text 
of a prayer, composed by the late Robert 
Louis» Stevenson, the novelist, whos: 
death. at Samoa in December last has 
been so widely commented upon. This 
prayer, it appears, was read aloud to Mr. 
Stevenson’s family on the night before 
his death, which occurred on Dec. 3, in 
the evening. It is as follows: 

‘*We beseech thee, O Lord, to behold 
us with favor... Folk of many families 
and nations are gathered to-gether in the 
peace of this-roof. Weak men and wom. 
en subsisting under the cover of thy pa- 
tience. Be patient still. Suffer us a 
little while.!nger, with our broken pur- 
poses of good, with our’ idle. endeavors 
against evil—suffer us a little longer’ to 
endure, and ,if it may be, help us to do 
better. Bless to us our extra mercies, 
and day céme when these must be taken, 
have us play the man under affiiction. Be 
with our friends. Be with ourselves. 
Go with each of us to rest, and if any 
awake, temper to them the dark hours 
of watching, and when tle day returns | 
to us, our sun and comforter, call us 
with morning faces and mo:ning hearts, 
eager to labor, eager to be happy, if hap- 
piness shall be our portion, and if the 
day be marked to sorrow, strong to en- 
dure it. We thank thee and praise thee, 
and in the words of him to whom this 
day is sacred, close our oblation.”’

~ LAST CENTURY HIGHWAYMEN. 


When They Went to the Scaffold, Titled. 
Ladies Wept For Them. 

The gentleman of the road was long 
the terror of the highway between Ken- 
sington and Knightsbridge. As late as 
the year 1799 a detachment of light 
horse was employed to patrol nightly 
from Hyde park corner to the former 
place-. Foot passengers waited until a 
party could be made up ‘sufficiently 
strong for mutual protection, a bell be- 
ing rung when a start was deemed 
prudent. An extract from Lady Cow- 
per’s diary in 1715 speaks volumes: 

‘‘l was at. Kensington, where I in- 
tended to stay as long as the camp was 
in Hyde park, the roads being so secure 
by it that one might come from London 
at any time in the night without dan- 
ger, Which I did very often.’’ 

The. romance Which such writers as 
Ainsworth have given to the highway- 
men is not so. highly colored as may be 
supposed. During his brief term of of: 
fice he was a man of hote, the darling 
of the fair sex, the hero of play and 
ditty. He danced at Ranelagh and dined 


at the clubs. with impunity, and when | 


at last he became notorious enough to be 
worth apprehension he passed in trium- 
phal provession from Newgate to Ty- 
burn, dressed in the newest fashion, 
bowing gracefully to the windows, 
where ladies Of. position shed real tears 
of grief, and gayly quaffing u farewell 
cup with admiring friends of his own 
Bex. 

The courtly McLean—grocer and gal- 
lant—made Hyde park his chief scene 
of action; Here on a November night in 
1749 he nearly put an end to Horace 
Walpole himself. That gentleman’s 
coach was stopped by McLean and his 
accomplice, Plunket; as he was return- 
ing from Holland House. A pistol, ac- 
cidentally going off, grazed the skin un- 
der his eye, and stunned him. ‘‘The 
ball wentt through the top.of-the chariot, 
and if I had sat an inch nearer te-the 
left side must have gone through my 
head.’’ But he freely forgave the fasci- 
nating scoundrel], when the law at last 
intervened. 

He writes: ‘‘My’ friend McLean is 
still the fashion. Have not I reason to 
call him my friend? He says if the pis- 
tol had shot me he had another for him- 
self. Can I do less than say I will be 
hanged if he is?’’ He gives an amusing 
description of the rush that was made 
to'see the condemnéd man in Newgate. 
Three thousand people visited him in 
his cell on the first Sunday after the 
sentence, so that he fainted twice from 
the heat. The noble members of White’s 
came in a body. Lady Caroline Peter- 
sham and other ladies of title wept over 
him-and uttered broken words of com- 
fort. ‘‘Some of the brightest eyes were 
at this time in tears.’’—Atalanta,

A marine was asked by a reporter to 
| give an acceunt of what he received in 
the service of Uncle Sam and how he 
| sud‘his fellows enjoyed themselves on 
board ship. The following “was his 
HiBtORy foc i ' 
‘The government engages marines for 
| a period of five years. At the end of that 
| time the marine may quit the service or 
| he may re-enlist. There is no doubt of 
| his being’ able to continae in the service 
| if he does his work honestly. There i: 
no worry about getting out of a job with 
Uncle Sam. During the first and second

| year he gets $14, the fourth $15 and thx 
sixth $16..

That makes 12 articles of head 
gear which the government supplies bin 
with in the course of five years, and ex- 
perience shows that that ‘is quite suf- 
ficient. It. is nearly three hats a year, 
and there are not many workingmen 
who buy as many as that. 

‘The marine also gets one full dress 
coat, Which, as it is not frequently used, 
lasts five years verysnicely. He receives 

a fatigue jacket éach year and an over- 
coat. He gets eight pairs of blue trou- 
fers and eight-pairs of linen ones in five 
years, and experience shows that if a 
man is careful] he does not need that 
many. He is alsosupplied with 80 pairs 
of gloves for the five years. He gets two 
flannel overshirts each year. He also 
has two undershirts and two pairs of 
drawers each year. He also receives 
four pairs of woolen socks and four 
pairs of cotton socks each year. He is 
supplied with three pairs of shoes each 
year and one pair of arctic shoes each 
season. He receives two pairs of blan- 
kets during the term of service. He is 
also given 40 linen collars and three 
pairs of suspenders during the same 
time. That is the outfit in the way of 
| clothing which the government gives 
each marine who joins the service. 
These articles are all of first class mate- 
rial, tog, and very serviceable. There is 
| no stint at all. There are a few articles, 
like neckties and a ca which 
the marine must buy for himself. 

“Tf a man is careful and economical 
| with his clothing, he can save fully 
one-half of the allowance which he gets, 
and if he saves any part of it he is al- 
lowed so much money for the clothing 
he does not take. There are men in the 
service today who are taking only about 
one-lalf of what the government al- 
lows, and at the end of their five years’ 
service they will be paid in money for 
|-the clothes they did not take. The full 
yValue of the clothing allowed to each 

man for five years is $198. 


‘The sleeping accommodations of the 
I. 


men are very good, While on shore du- 
ty they live in hoases and have beds, 
but while on shipboard they sleep in 


hammocks which the government fur::| 


nishes. The sleeping quarters, both on 
land and at sea, are clean and well yen- 
tilated. The food is all that a man needs. 
Sometimes the commissary is not well 
| administered, and the men complain, 

but they can soon get a change if they 
| take their complaints to the proper offi- 
cer. The food is very good and of suffi- 
cient variety for any one. 

‘The men on shipboard, also get all 
they need free, and medical attendance 
costs them nothing, : 

““Now this is the pay a man gets as 
a marine in thenavy. He is wellclothed 
and well fed. He sleeps in a good bed 
or a hammock, has proper attention if 
be is sick and draws handsome wage. 
in cash every month. 

“Ais work is not at all burdensome. 
He has enough drill to keep him in the 
best physical condition and give his ap- 
petite a keen edge, He has lots of time 
for amusement. On shore he can play 
billiards and pool free at the post, and 
he may enjoy all kinds of exercise in 
the gymnasium. The men play baseball, 
handball, football. They put the ham- 
mer and shot and enjoy themselves just 
as much as the college boys do. The 
government also has at each post and on 
shipboard a library and a reading room, 
| where the men may entertain themselves 
with books and papers, ; 

“Out of their wages the mei murt 
-pay their barber and lauti@ry bills; which 
together amount to about $2 a month, 

‘‘ Besides this the marine is taken care 
of in his old age. If his life has been 
honorable, at the end of 20, years’ servi(e 
he may retire to the Mariners’ home, 
where he will have a room to himself; 
a good. table, three suits of clothes a 
year, ‘tobacco free and $2 a month. -If 
he does not retire until der he bas 
served 30 years, he then gets three-quar-

Have Safely Returned. 


Nothing But Failure Can Be Recorded of 
Their Experience During the Past Year, 
Explorers Almost In Death’s Jaws. 


ST. JouN’s, N. F., Sept. 23.—The Peary 
relief steamer arrived here Saturday after- 
poonMWith Lieutenant Peary and his com- 
panions from Greenland on board. 

When the Kite reached Whale sownd, on 
Aug. 8, Lieutenant Peary, Hugh J. Lee 
and their colored servant, Matt Henson, 
were found waiting for it. Theparty had 
only -10 days before returned from their 
great overland expedition, which had 

roven a comparative failure, Lieutenant 

, Peary and the other two started late in 
March and made their way to Independ- 
ence bay, which is ‘the most northerly 
point of Greenland, which he had reached 
on his previousexpe®tion. Independence 
bay was reached early in June. 

All three of those who pfrticipated in 
the journey were greatly reduced from 
the lack of food, and were obliged to 
bandon the attempt to make further 
progress. 
work was but a repetition of last year’s 
failure, although the weather experienced 


‘was much more favorab': this year than 


last. 
The Kite experienced splendid weather 
in the north, and ‘started out to explore 
the west side of Smith sound, after pick- 
ing up Lieutenant Peary iand his com- 
nions, and discovered ny new har- 
rs.

The 
overland expedition to Independence bay, 
it is learned, was not only not as satis- 
factory as has been anticipated, but came 
very near to resulting fatally to Pearyoand 
the other two. They started late in March 
on this journey, and after reaching Inde- 
pendence bay were unable to proceed more 


than a few miles along the coast, just be-- 


yond their former stopping place. They 
reached the top of a mountain, and were 
unable to proceed further on account of 
the precip.ious nature of the descent, — 

During the trip an unexpected contin- 
gency arose, owing to the fact that Lieut- 
enant Peary was unablé to locate his 
cache of last year, and was compelled to 
continue his journey without the food 
supplies which he had reckoned on, The 
thrée men, Peary, Lee and Henson, went 
at once on short rations, husbanding as 
much food ‘as possible, but before many 

» ays thelr ‘suffering became intense, and 
Lee broke down altogether. The strain 
had been go great on Him that it became 
necessary to place him on a sledge, which 
the other two drew. His sickness gave 
further cause’ for alarm, because of the 
fact that the ‘adequate medical supplies 
were not on hand, and it was feared, dur- 
ing the first stages, that he would die 
from exhaustion. But he rallied eventu- 
ally. 

Ali three owe their lives to the shooting 
of eight musk oxen, but during the 
journey they had-to sacrifice the weaker 
dogs and feed the flesh to the others, for it 
was necessary to sustain some of the ani- 
mals as long as possible to enable their 
supplies and instruments to be brought 
along... Out of 49 dogs’ which started only 
one returned alive, and all five sledges 
were'abandoned during the two days just 
prior to the return of the party to Anni- 
versary lodge. 

Their safe return they looked upon as 
almost a miracle, as during those last two 
days hardly a partacle of food passed the 
mouths of any of. the men, and the strug- 
gle to reach their homes was one of ever 
increasing suffering. When-the relief ex- 
pedition reached Anniversary lodge, the 
Peary party were showing marked evi- 
dences of their terrible experiences.
